CHAPTER CXLIII.

AN ACT TO BREIMBURSE THE COUNTY OF BROWN FOR EX-
PENSES INCURRED IN PROSECUTING CRIMINALS IN NIC-
OLLET, REDWOOD AND BLUE EARTH COUNTIES.

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the Staie of Minnesota:

SecrioN 1. That the sum of three thousand and seventy-~
nine dollars be and the same is hereby appropriated out of 9se=tr ‘Brom
any money in the state treasury not otherwise appropriated
to reimburse the county of Brown the amount of expenses ;
incurted in the counties of Nicollet, Redwood and Blue ecuting crizinals
Earth, in the prosecution of criminals from the said county bt P
of Brown, during the years one thousand eight hundred
and sixty-seven to one thousand eight hundred and seven-
ty, and that the auditor of state draw a warrant on the
state treasurer in favor of said county for said amount.

Sec. 2. Said county of Brown shall use said money
for the payment of said indebtedness to said counties of Hof moneytobe
Nicollet, Redwood and Blue Karth, and for no other
purpose.
